The folly of race prejudice was ex-
Implified in this city one day last week
when o Colored woman, proprietor of
the Iargest Colored Hotel in Tulsa
weént to the First Noationnl Bank of
this city to make a deppsit of money.

She took $260.00 to this bank to
deposit for safe keeping, cxpecting to
have several thousand dollars trans-
ferred to this institution froem  her
home bank in 4 few days. Dut when
she offered the money she was told
that Colored peoplés money wnas not
wanted, and she turned awey in great
disgust nnd indigoation, The woman
was Mra. Matt Sandreige who latfly open
ed the Midway Hotel at 420 E. Archer
streot, Just why the bank refuse to
aceept Colored peoples money is not
known. Certalnly it Is poor business
Judgment, and it s belleved that Mrs.
Sanridge could cause the bank some
troubla if she so desires.

It s known that a number of Colored
people have large sumy of money on
deposit In thig bank and It |s expected
they will withdraw same when they
learn of thelr attitude toward the race,
No race loving man or woman can af-
ford to leave thelr money in an institu.
tion of this kind. The Merchants and
Planters Bank of this city |8 another

bank which has always been very un-
friendly to Colored people in this re
spect, bul no one has pald much at-

tention to it, because of the almost in-
significance of the latter institution in
the banking business. But now that
one of the largest banking houses in
tho state have assumed this unfair and
foollsh attitude, and it belng a National
Bank too, the public has bhegun to re-
gard It with seriousness, If & public
institution of this kind with a national
character is to be allowed to discrim-
Inate against any American cltizen be
cause of color or nationality what Is
to become of the American constitution
which guarantees to every citizen, re-
gardless of ruce, creed or color, pro-
tection of their righta under the law?

Mra. Sandrige Is a free American
citizen and the First National BDank s
& publie institution for the accomoda-
tlon of the general public, and had no
more right to refuse to accept her
money because she was o colored wo-
man than they have to refuse to accept
money from a4 white woman because
she is white.

It is not known now what action
Mrs. Sandrige will take In the matter,
but she doubtless hns a remedy at lay
and it i#g hoped she will make an ex-
ample of this case. Foolish race dis-
erimination s far too prevelant all
over Oklahoma, but the better class of
white and colored citizens of Tulsa be-
leve in fair play.

FLOGGS DRUNKEN WHITE
MAN WHO ASKED HIM
TO COMMIT CRIME

Annoyed so Much That He Was Forc-
ed to Close Hankins' Eyes and
Batter up His Face Be-
yond Recognition,

The particulars were learned today
about the alleged holdup and robbery
of Dave Hanking, who ls at the P & 8

hospltal, where he was taken Sundu‘

night after being found badly beaten
up in a drug store at Cincinnatl ave-
nue and Archer street,

Douglass Rowe, Negro, who shot De-
tective Ed Rlce, last May, admitted
soon after his arrest thia morning
that he is the man who beat Hankins
up. He sald that Hankins came to
him in an [ntoxicated condition and
wanted him to assist him In holding
up & Jolot, and after trylng to get
away from Hankins, was forced to
strike him several times,

Hanking yesterday made a stale
ment that he was held up, robbed and
beaten by two Negroes in an alley on
North Boston avenus. He claimed
that they secured tll the money on his
person, which amounted to about $2.

Rowg showed Chief Burns hig hand
this morning. It had been sprained
during the fight. He sald he tried dev-
eral times to get away from Hankins,
but that Hanking was so persistent
that it was necessary for him to beat
him up or take his abuse.

Hospltal authoritles sald this morn-
ing that Hanking would be able to
leave his ward In a few days, that his
face would be In condition such as
would not cause any danger. His right
eye and the lower part of the left side
of his face is brulsed beyond recogni-
tlon. Witnesses to the fight say that
thero was no attempt at hold up, and
that it was all the result of Hankins'
drunken condition—Democrat, Jan. 5.

Jake Dillard a former patrol-
man under Chief Yoder was an appli-
cant, but Martin beat him to It. The
law firm of Martin and Roberts I8 now
disolved, one of the members belng
engaged In catching criminals, while
the other will be more than ever en-
guged In defending them.

Mob Lynches
2_l!egroes

Montgomery, Ala., Jan. 4.~Ed
and Will Smith, Negroes arrested last
Thursday charged with Implication in
the nssassination of R. A. Stilwell, a
farmer of Elmore County, were taken
from the jall at Wetumpka, Ala., early
todsy and lynched by a mob of fifteen
or twenty men,

About onethirty this morning a
mob, masked and armed, entered the
Jall, overpowered Sheriff Jackson,
bound him to a chalr and forced the
Negro trusty to unlock the cells of
the two Negroes. With the prisoners
carefully bound, the men departed.
Detalls are meager as ‘0 what occur-
red after thelr departure. The bod-
les have not yet been found.

Soon after reports reached the gov-
eruor's office that a mob had over-
powered the jail attaches and remov-
od the Negroes, Montgomery military
men hurried toward the scene in au-
tomobiles. They were too late to
prevent the lynching,

Stilwell whas shot several days ago
while guarding his barns nagainst
thieves, blood hounds lead directly, it
was declared to the cabin of the
Smiths.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.~Protsts
‘agalnst the senate amendment to the
immigration bill providing for the ex-
clusion of members of the African
ruce from the United States have be-

gun pouring in at the White House.
The FPresident will not Indicate hia
position until the house acts on the
provision and the bill {s finally sent
to him for hia signature or veto.

The State Legislature convened its
fifth sesslon at high noon Tuesday with
promises of a good business sesslon.
The factions which murked the begin-
ning of the last session seem to have
no part in this session, but there s no
telling what will develope before it s
over. Many of the members of the
last logislature are back In their seats
and there are prospects of much real
good work being done. Speaker Mo~
Clory and Speaker pro team W, A. Du-
rant the war horse from Bryan county,
who was speaker of the house for the
first legislature und Tom Hunter,
chairman of the house caucus will no
doubt be the leading figures In the
house of representatives while Benator
E. L. Mitchell, president pro tem of
tho Senate will take the leading role In
that body. Altogether both branches
of the legislature are made up of
broad minded men who will try to ae-
complish the most good for the com-
mon people, .

It is hoped that the members of this
legislature will see the fairness of
demands of the Colored people of this
state for a State Reform School or Re-
formatory for Colored boys and girls.
Such an institution is maintained In
this state for white boys and girls, but
no provisions have been made for
Negroes. It 1s Imperative that the
great State of Oklahoma, through her
able representatives tuke somo steps
looking to (ke betterment of the
erlininally inclined youth of the Negro
race as wall as the white race, and to
do this it Is necessary that a reform
school or a reformatory be established
for Colored youths or some arrange
ments be made to take care of them
in this kind of institution now maln-
tained by the state for the white youths
The Colored people all over the state
are anxiously walting to see what the
members of this legisiature will do for
them.
